Council, our positions on most 
occasions were diverse. It is un- 
fortunate that Mr, Boyich still 
seeks the advice and counsel of 
our former member of the City 
Couneil even after the citizens of 
A’bany so overwhelming y decid- 
ed that she was unfit to continue 
in office. 

The question raised by the mo- 
tion of Mr, Boyich which went 
without a second was whether or 
not I had vacated my office by 
reason of my having moved to 
Contra Costa County last Sep- 
tember. I wish to thank the three 
members of the City Council and 
the Mayor, who refused to give a 
second to the motion which Mr.

However, the following should 
be noted in connection with my 
having moved. First, there was 
never any secret about my hav- 
ing moved into a home in Lafay- 
ette; most all of the members of 
the Council, with the exception 
of Mr. Boyich, were invited to 
my home in the early part of Oc- 
tober.
